The governor states to your commiitee that he does not think it 
proper for him to enter into a detailed discussion of the proposed legis- 
Jaticn in edvance of his message to the ger:eral assembly. He will, 
however, take pleasure in conferring with such members of your com- 
miitee as may desire at any time to tiscuss the matter with him and to 
co-operate with you or any sub-committee which may be appointed. 

» He makes to your committee the statement that in his opinion leg- 
islation should be enacted creating a prison commission, which should 
be given costrol of our penitentiary, subject at all times to legislative 
direction. This commission should take charge of penitentiary convicts, 
control and manage them, and appoint all officers entrusted with their 
vontrol. They should be authorized to purchase such land or lands as 
may be reqired for penitentiary purposes, and on it erect such buildings 
as may be necessary. 

In the erection of these buildings provision should be made for a 
separate department for a reformatory, wherein all boys under seven- 
teen years of age should be confined, worked and surrounded by such 
educational, moral and religious influences as will tend to secure their 
reformation. | 

A separate department should be constructed for women. Here the 
Women convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary should be engaged 
in making clothing for themselves and all other inmates of the peniten- 
tiary, and doing such work as may be directed by the prison commis- 
sion. 

Another department should be erected for the care of men. Since 
we cannot make an expenditure sufficient to prepare for placing all 
male convicts in this central prison, there should be confined here only 
the aged and infirm, or second-class convicts, and a sufficient number 
of able-bodied men to enable these to successfully carry on such work 
as may be provided for them. This will leave most of the abie-bodied 
men to find employment at come place other than the central peniten- 
tiary. These, should not be leased to any one, but, as be- 
fore stated, worked under the control and management of the prison 
commission, the party for whom they are worked paying into the state 
treasury a stipulated sum for their labor, cither having authority to con- 
trol or manage, and without being charged with the responsibility of 
feeding or otherwise caring for them, this belng done entirely 
by the state. The proceeds of their labors, under the direction of sub-

Roy Stone, 
thority on good roads, 
said: 

‘“T regard it as a great privilege, g@entle- 
men, to be able to address you today on 
the subject of the disposition of the con- 
victs, and Imay as well state now in the 
beginning that I believe the proper way in 
which to use them is in improving the roads 
of the state. 

“The federal government has been do- 
ing very little of this work, and that which 
they have done was only recently com- 
menced. Each state must take up the 
question of good roads for itself and for 
each the problem is an easy one. I first 
began to study the road question while in 
Europe where I was impressed with the 
magnificent roads that are in every coun- 
try. I agitated the question after coming 
home and some time afier succeeded in 
having a bill passed through the senate 
creating a road commission. The house 
rejected it, however, and it was never 
made a law. Later the government rgrecd 
to give $10,000 annually for the building of 
roads. This appropriation was secured by 
the work of the league which we organized 
in Chicago in the interest of good roads. 

‘‘About three years ago I was invited to 
visit California. where the question of the 
proper disposition of the convicts was 
then being agitated. I found the same cen- 


dition there as exists in this state today. 
There were many convicts which were a 
hurden to California. Some wanted to 


employ them in working at trades, but the 
laboring people were opposed to this plan. 
It was the same way when {ft was pro- 
posed to lease them. The working people 


were opposed to competing with convict 
la hor. 
“¥ found after a time that California 


was supplied with enough rock to pave 
every road in the state, water power was 
plentiful and the only thing to be done 
was to nut the convicts to work in crush- 
ine the rocks and‘buildine the roads. The 
peuple thought that the railroads weuld 
object to this plan, but I assured them 
that such would not be the case. The rail- 
roads of a state are as much interested fn 
the question of good roads as the people 
themselves. 

“The better the roads 
business, and it would be foolishness did 
they oppose. It was as 1 told the people of 
California, and they adopted my suggestion 
and put the convicts to work. Now they 
have as fine roads as are to be found any- 
The state sells the 
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for 


crushed rocks to the counties and the econ- 
Victs are employed in crushing the siones 
and building the roads. The crushed rock 
costs the counties 25 cents a ton, 20°cents of 
Which is used to defray the cost of labor, 
and the other 5 cents is given-to the state 
to répay it Yor erecting the plant. 

What Georgia Can Do. 

“You can do the ‘same thing here: in 
Georgia, The cheap material would tempt 
the people to build the roads and you would 
find the state to be benefited. It would 
stop the peopie from moving into the cities 


and would make those wno are now living 
in the cities move into the country and 
commence the cultivation of farms. It 


would improve the moral tone of your peo- 


ple; it would make them better mentallv 
and would improve their physical condi- 
tion. 

“Now I understand that the convicts will 
be thrown on the hands of the state in 
1899. I would suggest to you that in the 
meantime you make some temporary pro- 
vision for them and then make all the 
necessary arrangements for carrying out 
your purpose. You might appoint a road 


commission, which need not be paid for its 


service, Very few of your people have 
ever seen a good country road and they 
can therefore not appreciate it. but ove> 
start the ball to rollire and you will tind 
that good roads will soon beeome a neces- 
sity. although at present some af the 
peonle might he satisfied."’ 

There was much applauding among the

The committee which had been appointed 
to wait on Governor Atkinson was then 


called upon and the message Printed above 
was read. After the reading of it had been 
finished the members all commenced talk- 
ing on different matters, and: the meeting 
was fast resolving itself fnto a social or- 
€anization, when Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, 
obtained the floor. 


Boynton Makes a Beginning. 

“It seems to me,™ he said, “that every one 
is waiting for some one else to commence 
on thisquestion, and, therefore. I wil] make 
a very short talk in order to start the ball. 
The very fact that a-large majority of the 
committee answered to their names this 
morning demonstrates that the question 
which we are to make a report upon is an 
interesting one and one in which the whole 
state is involved. I do not say that we are 
here to solve this question, but we are here 
to save time to the general assembly of this 
state and tO suggest at the next session of 
that body some definite plan. If we ean 
formulate some plan which will meet with 
the approval of the general assembly this 
meeting will have been a@ success and I. 
therefore, move, Mr. Chairman, gshat Wwe 
hear from the gentlemen upon the plans 
which they believe to be the best under the 
circumstances.”’ 

Senator Dunwody then moved that a 
sub-committee be appointed to draft a bill 
on the question to be submitted to the com- 


mittee for approval one day before the 
first day’s session of the general assem- 


bly. Chairman Hall then announced that 
he had a series of resolutions which he 
desired to read and which embodied Plans 
which he had heard discussed in the lobby 
previous to fhe afternoon session. 

The first of these resolutions proposed the 
re-leasing of the convicts by the state: the 
second proposed that the state purchase @

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large track of land somewhere in the state 


for the purpose of operating a farm, and 
the third proposed to purchase ar island 
off the coast for the purpose of establishing 
a penal colony. 


Favor Leasing Convicts. 


Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, said that he was 
in favor of the re-leasing of the convicts 
by the state and he thought it unnecessary 
to state the reason. ‘“‘Lease all the able- 
bodied men.” he said, “and then with the 
revenue derived from this source let us eS- 
tablish a place of detention, where the 
young could be reformed and where the 
aged and decrepit convicts could be kept. 
We now have young chik’ren serving life 
sentences in our convict Camps and we owe 
it as a duty to humanity to establish some 
place where they could be reformed, if 
possible, as well as punished.” : 

Mr. Copeland, of Walker, entered a pro- 
test against the adopting of the resolution 
to re-lease the convicts. He said: “1 Op- 
pose the finst resolution. My reason is 
that we have tried it and there is great 
dissatisfaction over the result. This does 
not alone arise from the fact that the 
state receives small remuneration for the 
convicts, but for reasons that we need not 
discuss at present. I like the idea of kKeep- 
ing the sexes separate and | heartily ap- 
prove of the report of the principal Keeper 
of the penitentiary.” 

Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, said he was not 
opposed to the re-leasing of the convicts, 
because he thought that to be the best of 
the plans that had so far been suggested. 
He would like to vote for something Dbet- 
ter, but at present did not see any chance. 
Mr. Dunean. of Houston, said that he had 
been impressed with the fact that no one 
had offered any suggestions, which was 
probably owing to the fact that there was 
nothing to suggest. THe thought the proper 
plan was to lease the convicts for 5) or 60 
cents a day and use the revenue to pay 
back the counties for the cost of the trials. 


Some Questions and Answers. 


“The lease system is the proper thing,” 
began Mr. Brannen, of Bullock, but he was 
interrupted by Mr. Dunean, of Houston. 
“What will you do with the aged and intirm 
and the women and children?” asked the 
latter gentleman, but before Mr. Brannen 
could reply Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, was 
on his feet. 

“At last,’’ he said, “tthe gentlemen are 
getting on my line. We do need a reform- 
atory. Let us lease the ablebodied con- 
victs, let the men who guard them be state 
Officers, let the men who doctor them be 
State officers, and then let us take the 
$50,000 or $100,000, as the case may be, and 
establish a reformatory. I approve of the 
penitentiary report. The good features in 
it could be put into use in the new lease and 


the bad features now in vogue could be 
done away with. This thing of establish- 
ing a farm is pure foolishness. How are 


you going te work boys and girls and de- 
crepit old people?’ 


“I have nothing more to say,’ said Mr. 


Branan, and resumed his seat.

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GEORGIA’S CONVICT SYSTEM. 


Important Suggestions from Colonel 
W. O. Reese, of Trenton. 

The Constitution presents the views of 
Colonel W. O. Reese upon the pending 
convict question. 

The importance of this contribution comes 
from fact that it is from the pen of 
the best-posted man in the state. Colone] 
Reese was cCflictally connected with the old 
penitentiary system of Georgia. From that 
he went into the service of the lessees, and 
1a8S been there ever Consequently 
he has seen convict Management in al! ite 
phases, and his views are the result of long 
experience. 

Writing from his home in Trenton, Colo-

since, 


nel Reese says: 

“Editor Constitution—I have read with 
a great deal of interest the various sug- 
gestions as to the most feasible plan for 


the disposal of the state's convicts on the 
expiration of the present lease. Some of 
them may be feasible. but the question is 
whether this would be for the best inter- 
ests of the state, our laws and society. 

‘It is eonceded by all intelligent and 
thinking citizens that our prisons should 
be so operated as to militate for the refor- 
mation of the criminal and the prevention 
of crime. These ends can only be acecom- 
plished by a system of humane yet strict 
discipline. 

“The writer of this article was connected 
with the penitentiary at Milledgeville three 
years (1866-67-68) where he gained a full 
knowledge of the discipline that was in 
force there prior to the war. He was also 
connected for twenty-six years with the 
lessees of convicts Under the present sys- 
tem. 

“With few exceptions [ am sorry to say 
the old system of discipline has been lost 
sight of entirely. From this fact I am led 
to believe that lack of proper prison dis- 
cipline has Jed to a great increase of crime. 
Proper prison discipline discouragés crime. 
but as our chaingangs are conducted ar 
present they are schools for crime. The 
legislature ought to authorize the adoption 
of a humane, yet rigid code of rules goy- 
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erning the discipline of all state, county

This board of trus- 
tees should have the power ol appointing 
the principal keeper, the principal physi- 
cian and all subordinates. 

“The Georgia penitentiary should be en- 


tirely managed outside of political influ- 
ences. The reason for this is apparent 


without discussion. 

“Some gentleman of the state has sug- 
gested that an island on the coast be pur- 
chased for the purpose of colonizing the 
convicts. ; 

“Tl will state that this suggestion Was 
made by Colonel John T. Brown, the effi- 
cient principal keeper under Governor 
James M. Smith’s administration in 15:6 or 
1877, prior to the time the twenty-year 
lease was made. 

“It was freely discussed by the legislat- 
ure at that time, and also by the press an¢ 
leading men of the state, but the plan was 
not thought to be a feasible solution of the 
question, as in case of foreign war the 
colony would be exposed. a 

“Another serious objection is the liability 
of yellow fever and other epidemics to 
which the coast is subject. : 

“TI believe the plan has been proposed of 
locating all the convicts in one central 
prison. I do not think this plan a practi- 
cal one, for the reasog that so many con- 
viets could not be profitably employed in 
one place. But if four farms were estab- 
lished in different parts of the state tney 
could be employed throughout most of the 
year in diversified industries. 

“In discussing this great public question, 
the people of Georgia should not lose signt 
of the fact that proper discipline plays 
an i{mportant part in the reformation of a 
criminal. Discipline and system are the 
foundations of business and society. 

“No large business, no church, schoo! or 
store can be properly conducted without a 
due regard for- discipline. By discipline I 
do not mean tyranny nor _ favoritism. 
Every convict should be kindly and hu- 
manely treated, but the discip.ine should 
be alike for every prisoner and should be 
firmly adhered to. Convicts are persons 
convicted of crime, and while they should 
be treated with humanity, yet they should 
be taught restraint and conformity to law. 

“T will close by stating that only my de- 
sire to see this question settled practically 
in the interests of the state, society and the 
has led me to address you.

That is, put the misdemeanor 
on the public roads, Floyd 
ecounyt does—which is legal and all right. 
In those counties Where there are .not 
enough convicts to justify this, send them 
to those counties that have misuaemeanor 
camps, just as Chattooga does Floyd today. 
Il don’t know of a bettter plan. Really, the 
most important matter to come before the 
«ommittee will be to devise a plan for the 
caring for of our felony convicts. The 
twenty years’ lease of these convicts will 
expire in April, 1899, and we must begin. to 
prepare for taking care of them. I think 
that the best plan that could be adopted in 
caring for our felony convicts is to select 
some centrally located spot and locate a 
penitentiary. Let the state work her own

criminals. I don’t believe that they should 
be feasted on the luxuries of life, but that 
thev should be treated humanely, and as 


criminals, having to endure the penalty of 
their crime. These criminals can be worked 
on a farm. or at making brick, or as stone 
masons. ete., and they will not come in 
competition any more with free labor than 


they do now. If the state should have an 
over-abundanee of convicts, let them be 
rented to individuals or corporations tu 


work, provided it be done under the super- 


vision of the state. mean, let the state 
supply the guards, food and raiment. and, 


in faet, have the oversight and be respon- 
sible for her own convicts."’

A short time ago a new postmaster Wis 


appointed at Gibsen.

It seems that the best and miost conserv- 
ative citizens did not oviect to the new 


postmaster, \who is the ra‘lroad agent at 
Gibson. He i®a man of good reputation and 
many friends. 


The retiring postmaster was the head of 


all the trouble. Like the retiring postmaster 


at Hogansville, he wanted to keep the office 
in defiance of MeKinley. He marshaled his 
forces into line and they agreed upon a 
boveott of the new postmaster. They agreed 


not to patronize the postmaster at all. Atl, 
of them were to mail all letters on the 
cars. and not give the postmaster the ben- 
efit of the cancellation of stamps. They al- 
lowed the postmaster to receive and dis- 


tribute their mail. as this was trouble to 


him without pay 
This boycott has been’ in operation for 


some time and the new postmaster has lost 
considerable money. He stood the discrimi- 
nation as long as he could and then he ap- 
pealed to the Washington authorities. A 
postoffice inspector was sent to Gibson to 
examine into the situation. He saw the 


echeme that had been arrenged by the old 
postmaster and he made a report to the 


postmaster general giving the exact situ- 
sr.0n. 


The report was followed by an order from 
the postoftice department that completely 


crushed the nice little boycott. White the 
Cribson -boycotters were re joicing over the 


csuceess of their plan they were saddened 


by the reception of the news that no more 


mail could be put on the cars 

One morning they all sauntered down to 
the Georgia railroad about train time to 
nail their letters. The train pulled up and 
stopped. They made a rush for the box 


on the side of the car. The lid was closed 
and locked. The train pulled out, leaving 
the letters unmailed. This was not under- 
stood at first. Every time a train passed it 
was examined, but all mail boxes were 
closed. It gradually dawned on the minds 
of the people thet the government had in- 
terfered with their hovcott. 


Sadder but wiser the discomfited boycot- 
ters miurched down to the postoffice and

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NEGROES GO TO LAW 
T0 GET HIGH SCHOOL 


Richmond County Board of Educatlon 
Must Appear in Court. 


WANT WHAT THE WHITES HAVE 


Directors of Education in Augusta 
Have Offended the Citizens. 


CLAIM THEY ARE DISCRIMINATED AGAINST 


Petitfons Declare That the Black Race 
Are Entitled to the Equal Ben- 
efits of Taxation. 


—+4+--—-— 

Augusta, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
During the summer vacation the Rich- 
mond county board of. education abolished 
the negro high schoo! in Augusta. 

The matter was brought before the board 
several times by friends of the school and 
there was an earnest effort to have the 
action reconsidered an@d the = schaol re- 
opened, but the beard steadily refused. 

Now the question has been taken into the 
courts to foree the re-opening of the school 
by law. 

Two petitions have been brought before 
Judge Calloway signed by prominent negro 
citizens alleging that a tax is colleeted for 
the purposes of giving equal school priv- 
jleges tu both white and colored ehik ren 
and that only one race has the benefits of 
tax as to the high sehoo!. 

The petitioners hold that this is ‘an un- 
constitutional discrimination against the 
negro. They ask that the tax collector be 
enjoined from collecting taxes and that the 
board of education to enjoined from dis- 
pensing the funds fer the Tubman High 
school, 

Judge Calloway granted a rule nisi re- 
quiring the tax collector and board of edu- 
cation to appear before him on October the 
12th and show cause why this injunction 
should not be granted. 

Another petition was also filed asking 
that the boanld be required to establish a 
high s¢hoo! for colored children. 

Judge, Calloway granted a mandamus re- 
quiring the board of education to appear 
before him on the same date in October and 
show cause why it should not be compelled 
to_establish a high schoo! for colored chil- 
dren. 

The cases will attract much attention. 

The board of education decided that the 
high sehool for negroes wasn’t worth as 
much as it cost and the money could be 
expended for primary schools for negro 
children, but the negroes are quite wrought 
up over the abolishing of their high school 
and are determined to have it.

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Agents Must Seal Cars. 

The Maine Central has put new orders in- 
to effect regarding the sealing of freight 
cars. Heretofore it has been customary for 
conductors or brakemen to use the seats, 
but under the new regulation this duiy ele- 
volves upon the station agents or their au- 
thorized representatives. The agents must 
keep a record of the seals, when broken or 
placed on the cars. 

The only time when train hands can use 
the seals is when a car is removed from a 
siding between stations or when arriving at 
night at a station where an agent is not re- 
quire@ to be on duty. Then the seals must 
be used only by the eonductor, who is ree 
quired to make a report of the fact to the 
nearest station. In case a e«onductor has 
to remove a seal at a station where the 
agent is on duty, he must preserve it to 
hand in with his repom.

WALTHOUR IS NOW 


INDOOR CHAMPION 


‘Defeated Jay Eaton in an Exciting Race 
Last Night. 


LARGE CROWD WAS PRESENT

THE CONTEST WAS WON IN TWO HEATS 


‘Last Heat of Three Miles Was Run in 


6:37—What the Ex-Champion 
Has To Say. 


The great Jay Eaton, long heralded as 


/the ‘indoor champion of the world,” met 


‘the surprise of his life last night, and also 
met the first man who has been able to 
show more speed than he could. 

It was left for Bob Walthour, the south- 
ern champion, to defeat the board track 
champion, and Walthour literally rode him 
off his wheel. It Was not necessary to 
ride the third heat, for Walthour won the 
first two heats with room to spare. The 
first heat was one mile and was paced by 
a tandem. The tandem carried the men 
four laps and then dropped out. As the 
tandem stopped both men slackened their 
speed and it was evident to the crowd that 
they were both watching what the other 
one would do. 

Eaton wasin the lead, but in a secotd 
Walthour was by his side. As they came 
onto the stretch on the fifth lap they were 
both side by side and watching each other 
like hawks. On the back stretch they 
were going at a terrible speed and were 
riding right together. As the last curve 
was reached Walthour Had the pole and 
Eaton tried to-go around him, but it was 
more than he eould do and as they came 
into the stretch Bob was a good wheel 
length in front of the ex-king. Eaton was 


not fast enough to close up the gap and. 


when the tape was crossed he had fine 
view of Walthour’s rear tire. Time, 2:11. 

The crowd went wild and the betting im- 
mediately changed from 2 to 1 on Eaton 
to even money. It was plain to all the 
men who know the game that Eaton had 
his best, but there were many in 
the audience who claimed that he had 
something up his sleeve. If he did it is 
still up there and he is still waiting to 
bring it out. 

If possible the second heat was prettier 
and more exciting than the first. It was 
three miles in length and paced by two 
tandems. At the start Walthour caught 
the pace and held it till the sprint. When 


done 


the pacers dropped out there was no wait-- 


ing like there was in the first heat. Both 
men seemed to know what they wanted to 
do and they did not lose any time in do- 
ing it. Eaton was in the lead just before 
the bell rang for the last lap, but in the 
stretch Walthour took the lead and also 
the pole and Eaton nad to ride on the out- 
side. On the back stretch both men made 
an extra effort and the crowd sent up a 
howl as Walthour was seen to .guin on 
his rival. On the last curve Bobby hugged 
the pole for all it was worth and Eaton 
had to try the bank to get around him. As 
in the first heat it was more “than he 
could do and as they flew into the stretch 
the champion of the south had his rival 
“gone,” as the racing men say. Time, 
6:37 4-5. 
Eaton Seemed Dazed. 

Eaton seemed dazed and surprised, as he 
doubtless was, for he has never yet found 
the man who could do him as Walthour 
did last night. Walthour not only showed 
more speed, but he showed a better knowl- 
edge of the game. Ht clearly took the 
pole away from Eaton throughout the en- 
tire race and Eaton was very much wor- 
ried because he could not get it away 
from him. But it is impossible for anyone 
to hug the pole closer tnan Walthour does, 
for all round the track it looks as if he 
would be scraped off of his wheel. 

When Walthour won the second and 
final heat the crowd howled itself hoarse. 
The scene was indescribabie. Everything 
that could be thrown in the air was tossed 
ub in the wild enthusiasm. Everybody 
seemed pleased, for Walthour is the great 
favor.te in Atlanta. 

Walthour’s wife was in a front box and 
her face was a study during the race as 
her eyes followed the riders around the 
track. On the last lap the excitement in 
her face was intense, but it was nothing to 
the joy that shone there when her husband 
Came over the tape a full length in front 
of the champion of the world. She had 
just cause to feel proud of him, for it was 
a great race and he proved by it that he 
is among the best riders in the world. His 
next match w.ll probably be with Eddie 
jald, but that will come later on. He is 
éntitled to rest on his laurels for a while 
now. :

One Hundred Years O!]- 

Exactly one -hundred vears' have 
elapsed since the checkered career of 
our American navy commenced with 
the formal launching of the frigate Con- 
stitution, better known as‘ “Old Iron:

If tradition can be 
relied upon, the behavior of “O!d Iron- 
sides’ on this oceasion was prophetic 
neither of the future greatness of the 
navy nor of its own destined career of 
immortality; for, scarcely had the ves- 
sel struck out into the harbor, before it 
was discovered that some mechanical de- 
fect hindered its progress. This oc¢ca- 
sioned a delay of several days, but as 
soon as the defect was repaired the ves- 
sel glided out into the ruffled waters 
without the least obstruction. 

Since that time the career of “Old 
Tronsides” has been historie. Indeed. 
there is no other vessel in the navy 
which ¢an vie with it for a moment in 
stirring associations. Its record upop 
seas is embalmed in song and story; and 
around it cluster some of the. bravest 
traditions of the government. [denti- 
fied with its command are such names as 
Decatur, Bainbridge, Hull, Rodgers and 
stewart.

Editor Constitution—The letter addressed 
to me in today’s Constitution, and signed 
by ex-Mayor Slade, of Columbus, does not 
merit any reply addressed to him. The 
Constitution having given hjm permission 
to appear in its columns to send me a letter 
that reached me in no other way, evidently 
expected. me to furnish a reply to the news- 
paper in which the letter appeared.

Frost in New Orleans. 

Editor Constitut'on—In an article in The 
Constitution of last Sunday it is stated 
that “for four vears New Orleans has had 
no freezing weather.’ Please allow me to 
say this is a very great mistake. The 
facts are the reverse. The United States 
weather. bureau must have got New Or- 
leans and Key West mixed. 

New Orleans had freezing weather for 
every one of those years. Three winters 
ago New Orleans had a snow eleven 
inches deep and with it a hard freeze that 
burst nearly all the water pipes of the 
city and killed to the ground nearly all 
the orange trees of New Orleans and vi- 
cinity. The dead trees are in evidence 
there yet in many places. 

Last winter the freeze was heavy enough 
to kill the leaves and buds of an orange 
tree in New Orleans that I had covered 
with gunny bags two feet deep, and long 
icicles were dependent in many places. 

For some five or six years past the win- 
ters in New Orleans and vicinity have been 
unusually cold and we have had snow and 
sieet for three of the years mentioned. 

U"nfortunatély the United States govern- 
ment- moved the yellow fever quarantine 
station from the Chandaleur islands, -off in 
the gulf, to Ship island, within twelve 
miles of the Mississippi coast. I have it 
from those who suw it that communica- 
tion between the quarantined ships -off 
Ship island and the Mississippi coast was 
of almost daily occurrence before the yel- 
low fever broke out in Ocean Springs. I 
was also informed that officials of the 
state of Mississippi petitioned the secre- 
tary of the treasury to have the quaran- 
tine removed from Ship island back to the 
Chandaleur islands in the gulf, but he re- 
fused.

day. The hearing 
was on a bill 
brought by Bluthen- 
thal & Bickart, 
through their attor- neys, Glenn, Slaton 
& Philips, to compel the Southern railroad 
to carry whisky into Séuth Carolina. The 
bill which was filed yesterday prayed that 
Judge Newman grant an order forcing the 
road to carry the whisky as regular freight. 

Corspiracy was charged against Governor 
Ellerbe, of South Carolina, and the officials 
of the Southern road, in the bill of the 
plaintiffs. Attorney General Barbour, of 
the dispensary state, was here to represent 
the governor and to see the progress of the 
legislation. 

Judge Newman declined to grant any or- 
der in the case at present, but took the 
matter under consideration. 

Original packeges were the immediate 
cause of the trouble which Judge Newman 
was called upon to adjust. Under Judge 
Sin onton’s famous ruling, made. several 
months ago, whisky dealers were allowed 
to retail liquor in original packages, that 
is packages that had never been opened 
Since leaving the distillery. Immediately 
upon this ruling by the United States court 
judge, a number of whisky merchants took 
advantage of the opportunity to sell whisky 
in South Carolina. Bluthenthal & Bickart, 


of Atlanta. was one of the firms which es-° 


tablished several agencies in the state of 
dispensaries. All of the whisky was ship- 
ped to Carolina in original packages, over 


the Southern railway. 

Said It Wasn’t Original Package. 

Some time last month the dispensary 
constables of South Carolina seized a con- 
signment of whisky which had been sent 
to that state by Bluthenthal & Dickart over 
the Southern railroad. They claimed that 
the whisky was not the regulation original 
package kind which Judge Simonton in his 
ruling made it legal to sell. 

Bluthenthal & Bickart 
brought a bill of injunction against 
constables to restrain them from seizing 
the whisky. The bill came up before Judge

He claimed that the whisky when tendered 
to his road as freight, was not properly 
packed and that the loose glass bottles and 
jugs would have been easily broken. 

Mr. Howell further argued that the 
Southern was not in a position of refusal 
to carry the whis of the plaintiff. He 
explaired that the road would carry all 
legal freight, but that it would not carry 
whisky that was not in original packages 
and that was not properly packed so that 
it would not break. He said that the road 
by carrying whisky not in original pack- 
ages would lay itself liable to prosecution 
for violation of the law and that by carry- 


ing loose bottles and jugs would lay itself 


liable to a suit for damage on the shippers’ 
part for breaking and destroying whisky 
bottles. He said that when the plaintiffs 
offered as freight whisky that was proper- 


ly packed and was of the kind which Judge 


Simonton ruled was legal freight, the road 
would cheerfully carry it. 

It was the contention of the attorneys for 
the plaintiff that this was not the real 
reason for the refusal. They alleged that 
Bluthenthal & Bickart had signed a con- 
tract with every bill of lading releasing the 
road from all responsibility for breakage 
or loss except by non-hauling. The bill of 
the plaintiffs alleges that a conspiracy ex- 
ists between Governor Ellerbe and the offi- 
cials of the Southern road. It is further 
charged in the bill that the governor 
threatened the road that he would harass 
its charter and injure its business by dam- 
aging legislation if the officials did not 


agree to pass an order to refuse any more

Judge Newman's decision in the hearing 
yesterday will be awaited with interest. The 
matter is one of national importance, and 
the decision will materially effect the dis- 
pensary case.

Hitson Takes Out a Warrant Against 
Him for Stabbing. 
RECORDER WILL INVESTIGATE

A Pearl Handle Dagger Is Exhibited 
in Police Court—Hitson’s Wound 
Is Not Dangerous. 


Ras J. Hitson, who was stabbed Monday 
hight, was resting very well yesterday. 
His wound is very painful, but the physi- 
clans do not think it will prove serious. 

Hitson swore out a warrant for Moses 
H. Harper yesterday morning before Jus- 
tice Orr. 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution, 
Hitson told the police officers that Harper 
had stabbed him and asked that he be 
arrested. Harper, while admitting that he 
was at the house wHere the stabbing took 
place, denies that he used any weapon. 
He contends that he was met at the 
door of No. 20 Gilmer street by some man 
who pushed him into the street and there 
was a short scuffle. 

Harper was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday afternoon. His attorney, Mr. 
Lee Langley, stated that there was a war- 
rant taken out and that perhaps the re- 
eorder would not wish to investigate the 
case, 

Recorder Calhoun said he didn’t know so 
much about that. He had become sus- 
picious of warrants, as s0 many of them 
were sworn out merely for the purpose 
of saving the prisoner from a fine in the 
police court. 

Patrolman Kitchens stated to the court 
that he had arrested Harper at the request 
Of Patrolmen Coker and Chandler. 

‘After I had made the arrest,’’ sa'd the 
Officer. ‘‘a friend of Harper's followed us 
and did some loud talking, and we de- 
eided to arrest him, as he was drinking, 
and When we did so we saw him take 
something from his pocket and throw it 
upon the ground. We it up and 
ascertamed that it Was a - dagger. The 
young man sa.d he believed Harper had 
given it to him.” } 

The dagger was handed to the reeorder. 
It had a Keen point and a pretty pearl 
handle. The officers thought it. was the 
dagger with which Harper had stabbed 
Hitson.

EXPERIMENT IS A SUCCESS. 


Officials Have at Last Folved Problem 
of Flushing Sewers. 

Chief Veal’s experiment of flushing sew- 
hydrants ‘Monday night, as void in 
Constitution, was a dec.ded 
success. Over 3,000,000 gallons of water 
was pumped into the city and sent 
through the sewers between the hours of 7 
p. m. and 4 a. mM. 

This plan, as suggested by Mayor Col- 
lier. is a final solution of the sewer flushing 
problem. The bad odors arising from 
these underground passages have all dis- 
appeared and the city is perfectly clean. 
The sewers ure flushed every night and the 
plan will be adopted permanently. 

The trouble the first two nights was the 
non-uniformity of pressure in the p pes 
eaused by the irregularity of the use of 
the hydrants. As a result water hammers 
were doing some damage and it was found 
necessary to allow the water to run into 
the sewers in a steady volume. 

Six hydrants therefore are Kept open all 
the time. Fevery time one is closed an- 
other is opened. In this way a large vol- 
ume of water is carried into every sewer, 
because only hydrants in one locality can 
be flushed at the saane time. 

The system works well and 
lier and the water officials 
elated over the result.

The Suit Yesterday Was Against the 
Bank by George, Who Seeks To 
Recover This Amount. 


The jury in the first division of the city 
court had a hard nut to crack yesterday 
when it retired after hearing the evidence 
in the case of (Mr. M. M. George against 
the Atlanta National bank. The jury re- 
mained out for hours and it was not until 
very late in the afternoon that the ques- 
tion was settled in the jury room and a 
verdict was returned. The case is exceed- 
ingly interesting from a legal standpoint 
and involves questions in which not only 
bankers are coneerned, but all business 
men 

The story that led up to the litigation is 
necessary to be told in order to show the 
conditions under which the suit was 
brought. Several months ago a man by the 
name of Archibald Wilson began work on 
a large contract in Lithonia. Matters pro- 
gressed nicely until his affairs became mud- 
died, according to the story told by Mr. 
George, and garnishments were threstened. 
Mr. George, of the firm of Almand & 
George, was a creditor of Wilson's in a 
large sum and in the settlement that was 
made Wilson gave George an order ad- 
dressed to the cashier of the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank. This — er authorized the 
bank to pay to Mr. George all the funds in 
the bank to the credit of Archibald Wilson. 
No amount was specified in the face of the 
order, as it was not known at that time 
what was to the credit of Mr. Wilson. 

The next morning after receiving the or- 
der Mr. George hurried to Atlanta, reach- 
ing the bank before business hours. Hie 
says he showed the order to the employees 
of the bank and then indorsed the order, 
leaving it in the bank until the bank shouid 
open. He says when he returned to the 
bank just after the doors had been opened 
he was paid only $216.49, which he declined 
to accept. 

“T was told,” said Mr. George yesterday 
on the witness stand, ‘‘that as soon as the 
bank opened a gentleman presented a 
check drawn by Wilson for $300. This was 
paid out of Wi!son’s account after I had 
presented my order at the bank and after 
the bank officials had been notified. I 
claim the bank is due me the $300 which was 
paid out of Wilson's account after the bank 
know I had an order for all that was in 
the bank to Wilson’s account.’ 

The bank showed that the order of Mr. 
George’s and the check of $3800 bore the 
same date and the employees stated they 
did not know but that the order might 
have meant to pay $216.49 as well as $016.49. 
They claimed they had no authority to 
turn Qown the $300 check, which 
sented when there was a credit 
to Mr. Wilsoh, the maker of the 
The bank claims that when Mr. 
presented his order he was paid every cent 
that was in bank to the credit of Wilson.

The Deed Conveying His Property to 
His Wife Did Not Take Effect 
Until After His Death. 


Frere is a legal question for the Atlanta 
lawyers to ponder over in their idle mo- 
ments. 

The story comes from the records of the 
clerk's office in the courthouse, where 
there is on file a deed from Dan Robinson 
to his wife, Martha Anne Robinson. Rob- 
inson thought it was a deed and it may be 
one, but Mary Watkins, who comes from 
Eufaula, Ala., to claim the property, de- 
clares the paper is not a deed, but only a 
will, since it conveys the estate to the wife 
aftgr the death of the husband.

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| ROBINSON'S ESTATE IN COURT! RFRORT TO CHANGE | 


THE CITY'S CHARTER 


Several Important Bills Already Prepared 
for the Legislature. 


A NEW STRIKE FOR TRANSFERS 


Plan of Sewer Assessment To Be Ma- 
terially Changed. 


A BILL AGAINST BUAL OFFICE HOLRING 


Board of Education Will Be Made a 
Chartered Institution—Other Fea- 
tures of the Measures. 


Several bills for presentation to the next 
legislature have been prepared by City At- 
torney Judge Anderson, which !f passed 
will materially change many features of 
Atlanta’s municipal government. 

Some of these documents were formulated 
at the instance of Mayor Collier and vari- 
ous councilmen. Several weelkks ago the 
council instructed the committee on ordi- 
nanees and legislation to have these meas- 
ures prepared and returned to the council 
for action. 

This committee still 
work and will probably be ready to report 
by the next- session. The bills will be in- 
troduced by the representatives of Fulton 
county and the mayor and council will ex- 
ert every effort to have the same passed. 
Some of the measures may meet strenuous 
opposition, and lively legisiative eontro- 
versies may result. 

One of the measures provides for the pur- 
chase of public builidings and the condem- 
nation of street railway property, ete., and 
is as follows: 

'«iny municipal corporation in ‘this state 
having a population of 20,000 or more may 
incur a Uetet for the: purchase or econstruc- 
tion of public buildings, with necessary 
grounds; for the purehase or ac quisition by 
condemnation proceedings of street rail- 
roads or street railway property, situated 
mainly or wholly within its corpor: ate lim- 
its, or for the purehase or acquisition by 
condemnation of the property of electric 
light companies or gaslight companies or 

Water works companies; or for the con- 
struction and equipment of street railways 
or electric light works, or water works, 
with the assent of two-thirds of the qual- 
ified voters thereof, even though the vol- 
ume of the indebtedness of such municipa! 
corporation shall thereby be caused to ex- 
ceed the limits otherwise provided for in 
this paragraph of the constitution.’ 

To Change the Paving Laws. 

Another bill provides for a change in the 
present paving laws, requiring one-half of 
the real estate, instead of one-third, to be 
represented in petitions for paving; that 
due notice shall be given to al! persons to 
favor or oppose the petition; that all strect 
car companies having tracks running 
through section to be paved or repaired 
shall pay the full cost for the space of 
eleven -feet in” width, whether such com- 
Pany has one or more lines of tracks 
therein; that gll railway companies secur- 
ing right of way on streets already paved 
Shall pay full.eost of paving or impvevi 
‘ sane feet of nea : ont as = wt 

( of space, according to the then 
Value of such pavement, to be judged by 
the mayor and general counce']. 

Another sect‘on vests the authority to 
entorce the collection of assessments on 
streets or sliewalks by execution, to be 
issued by the clérk of the eounci against 
the real estate assessed, and against 
owner thereof, which executi6n shall be 
levied by the marShal, and the same may 
be sold at public outery to the highest bid- 
der, title being vested in the purchaser. 

Street Car Fares and Transfers. 

Section 7 of the same Dill reads: 

“Bo it further cnacted that the mayor 
and general counell of the city of Atlanta 
shall have full power and authority to 
make aid e€htiorce reasonable regulations 
of the lares to be charged and collected by 
ail street railway compantes owning and 
operating lines in said city, and that said 
mayor and general! council shall have the 
ne {oO require said companies to is- 
sue transfer tickets, or otherwise to provide 
for transfers from one car line to another 
car or line, operated by the same company, 
SO as to secure to passengers the right to 
travel a distance not exceeding five miles 
on one continuous trip for one. fare.”’ 

Section 9 of the same bill changes the 
sewer assessment form $0 cents to 70 cents 
per lineal foot. 

Section 10 provides for the repeal of the 
Section creating the position of clerk of 
commissioner of public works, the mayor 
and general council being ve sted with dis- 
cretion to “ontinue said office, in which the 
compensation shall. be fixed by ordinance; 
or to dispense with such office, in such case 
the duties thereof to devolve on the com- 
missioner o? public works, or such other 
subordinate as may be provided by ordi- 
nanee, 

Against Dual Office Holding. 

Another section reads as follows: 

‘Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance it shall be unlawful 
for any person to ho!d more than one of- 
fice, position or appvintment under the 
government of the city of Atlanta at the 
same time. whether such office, position or 
appointment be one of emolument, or of 
honor or trust; and it shall likewise be 
unlawful for any person holding any of- 
fice, posttion or. appointment under the 
government of the United States, or of the 
state of Georgin, or of the county of ful- 
ton, to hold at the same time any office, po- 
sition or appvointment nagggor a government 
of the ctty of Atlanta, ether such 
fice, position or appoint asaent under 
elty government, or either of the other 
governments, be one of emolument, of hon- 
or or*trust; provided that this section shall 
not be so construed as to exclude the mayor 
or any member of the general counctl, who 
by other provision of the city charter, 

x-officio members of any of the s 
boards under the city governmen 
holding such ex-officio Members Aips 
in and discharging the duties thereof.’”’ 

Education Board a Chartered Body. 

Section 

“The board of 
Atlanta shall hereafter be 
one of the boards of the city 
provided for by the charter of said city. 
These provisions shall apply to the exist- 
ing board of education, the members of 
which shall continue in office until the 
end of the terms for whieh they have been 
elected respectively, unless vacancies shail 
occur by death, resignation or removal 
from office, or ally vacancies Occurring 
shall be filled by election by the mayor and 
general council. Vacancies Bt aah by 
expiration of terms shall be filled by eiec- 
tion by the mayor and ge ner al council at 
the regular meeting next preceding the ex- 
piration of such term, and member 
elected shall hold office for a term of 
years, and until their successors are eject- 
ed and qualified. The board of education 
shall elect a supe rtatendent, teachers and 
other officers of the pubi ic schools, and 
shall have the supervision and government 
of such schools in conformity With existing 
ordinances, and such as may be made 
the mayor and generat council, but 
board of education shal! not hav powe 
bind the city of Atiamta by a 
the purchase of school propert 
of schoolhouses, Or the furms 
or fot salaries of officers or 

iny sum or sums in excéss 
appropri ation made by the 
general council for the support of 
lic schools, nor upless suca con 
assented to by said mayor and 
council.’

Professor Henry G. Williams, in his latest 
editions of “Outlines of Psychology,’’ in- 
troduced a new pronoun to express the 
third person, singular number common gen- 
der. “Thon” was the word he coined and 
used in the first sentence of his book, in the 
following connection: 

“Every student should acquaint thonself 
with seme method bv which ‘thon’ can 
positively correlate the facts of ‘thon's’ 
knowledge.”’ It will be § that in. this 
sentence there are three forms of the word, 
dcclined: Nominative, ‘‘thon’’; 
“thons’’, objective “‘thon,’’ compound nomi- 
native and objective ‘‘thonself.’’ 

According to the present vocabulary 
pronouns the sentence would read: 

“Every student should acquaitt himself 
or herself with some method by which he 
or she can positively correlate the facts of 
his or her knowledge.” 

Though it seems reasonable that there 
should be some one pronoun to express the 
two that must be used to convey the proper 
meaning in the case referred to the sugges- 
tion of Professor Williams met with little 
or no recognition. 

Sut a lady, who declines to make public 
her name, and who seems to agree-with 
Professor Williams to the necessity 
of another. pronoun, writes among other 
reflections on the subject: 

“What writer and speaker of the English 
language has not felt the need of another 
pronoun to stand for the third person sing- 
ular common gender? A person who cares 
little for grammar uses the pronoun ‘they,’ 
regardless of the fact that its antecedent is 
in the singular number. Anoiher uses ‘he,’ 
to which we women suffragists strenuous- 
lv object. What woman likes to be called 
‘he?’ Just as Weil use ‘she,’ which stands 
for the better half of creation, 
never used, 

“Another still, and this is usually 
very accurate person, ubes ‘he or she.’ The 
writer who does this is never satisfied with 
the result, for the finest writing is thus 
marred and ‘he or she’ will -sometimes 
change a sentence again and again to avoid 
the of ‘he or she’ where one word 
should sutfice. Words are cheap and even 
Were they expensive such a word would be 
an economy equal to a labor saving ma- 
chine, One werd would perform the work 
of several for a writer or speaker and ‘he 
or she’ would be thankful.’ 

The lady concludes -by saying that the 
new pronoun should be a compromise be- 
tween the masculine and feminine genders 
Singular number—a compromise tor the 
reason that “a word partaking of the 
sound of both pronouns will be more ac- 
ceptabie to the ear.’’ ‘ 

Now ‘that Professor Williams may have 
to assist him to establish his new pronoun 
a large body of earnest. influential women, 
there is no telling how soon he may find 
himself the clever man who has added to 
the English vocabulary the all important 
“one word” that could be used as a-sub- 
Stitute for such necessary ones “*he 
and she,’ “himself and herself,” “his and 
her.”’

falling off .n the yield of the cotton in 
this state. 

The top crop is totally ruined except In 
some parts. The heat and drought have 


combined to make the plant stop develop- 
ing and have caused a premaiure bursting 
und bolle. The top forms 
have shed themselves and the majority 
of the crop is now open. Only a small por- 
tion is yet to Open, and what now remains 
is of a small and inferior kind.

Last week's bulletin stated that the 
crop would be off in Georgia fully 25 per 
cent.
